Itisa
most powerful and valuable manure—the
true domestic guano—and if carefully pre-
served and properly applied in the gar-
den, will go far toward paying the ex-
pense of keeping the fowls, Hens need
# variety of fosd and a constant supply of
clean water. None of the smaller grains
come amiss to them, and to these may be
added rough rice, corn and peas. They
are, also, very fond of green food, and
should occasionally be supplied with let-
tuce, cabbage leaves, &c., when in confine-
ment.  Scrups from the kitchen, shreds of
fresh meat, bones, &c., are much relished
by them,and may be safely given, provided
they do not contain too much salt.  Sup-
ply the hen-hiouse with old mortar pulver-
ized, slacked lime and coarse gravel, to
enable the hens to form the shells of their
eggs 3 provide secret nests and the newly
invented porcelain nest-eggs, and do not
allow the hens to be disturbed or interfer-
ed with, while laying or setting.

By attending to the nbove hints, every
fumily can. hava eggs and chickens i
plenty for the whole year; and of all ani-
mals domesticated for the use of man, the
common hen is capable of yielding the
greatest profit for a small investment and
little trouble.— Caltivator,

Take two parts sulphur, and one part,
by w"bt,ollmblulle-d.lndpnt&e
sulphws in an old iron pan, holding it over
the fire until the sulphur begins to melt,
whindbe black lead abould be added,
stirred well until all is mixed and melted,
and then, in its molten state, the compound
is poured out on an iron plate or a smooth
stone. When it has cooled down it is v
hard, and is then broken in small pieces,
A quantity of this compound is placed
upon the erack of the iron pot to be men-
ded, and by s bot iron it can be soldered
in the same way & tin smith soldem his
sheets. If therp is & small holein the pot,
it is & good plan to drive » copper rivit in
it, and then solder it over with this cement.
